Xational Irrigation Congrént.

By the authority of the national
esxvenlive committes, the fourth
National Irrigation Congress is
hereby called to mest in the oity
of Albuquerqne, N. M. for the four

| inning BSsptember 10,
joje Teenine Sopte

Tho present yenr in proviog
to be the most remarkable in the
history of American irrigation. It
has sean a wonderful awakening of
popular interest in the caunse
throughout the east, resulling in
the orgnnization of most potential
forcea for the purposo of cooperat-
ing with the weslern people; the
ennctment of woll conmidered irri.
gation laws iu eight states, and the
creation of sdministrative aystems
in five of them; the recognition of
the pressing nature of tho problem
by the departmentaof interior and
sgriculture under whose direction
& uational board of irrigation has
been formed from offivinls in vari-
ous departments of the government.

These splendid evidences of the
trivmplient progress of the irriga-
tion canse demand a large repre-
sontative and offective session of
the irrigation congress in 1896,
A further reason for such a gather-
ing is the fact that the presidentisl
eamprign of 1898 will 1avgu-
rated previous to the assemblin
of nnother session of this body, an
that it is thus necessary to formau-
lato at Albuquerqne the demands
which the friends of irrigation will
dosire to make upon the great polit-
ical parties of the nation,

Iu view of the nature of the
oppurtunity, s program of extrs-
ordinary variety, intorest and im-

rtance will be arranged, oand it
18 anticipated that this session of
the congress will be more widely
useful mod influential than the
previoos convention st Salt Lake
in 1891, at Lo Angeles in 15803
and at Denver in 1804  The
friends of irngation thronghout the
Upited BStates—for fo-day the
movement 18 patiopal in ita reope
aund interests —should wnite in an
¢ffort to obtain & worthy result st
Albuguergue.

4 'lyhrce' vlegates at large for
each state and territory not here-
fofore enumerated, to beappoint-
ed by the governor of said states
and berritories, or in the case of
the District of Columbia, by the
President.

5 One delegate ench from reg-
ularly orgamzed irrvigation, agri-
cultaral and horticultural socie-
ties, and societies of engineers,
irrigation companies, agricultural
colleges and comwercial bodies.

6 Duly accredited representa.
tives of any lforeign nation or col-
ouy, each member of the United
States senate and house of repre-
senintivea, and each governor of a
atate or territory will be admittel

L as honorary members.

AN INDUSTRIAL SYSTEM THAT WaS
FOUNDEDR BY A GENIUS

Brighsa Young Chees For the Omm1
stonn of Btate tho Mound TPrincipls of
Industrialiom — What He DNd Wilh the
Troblews of Irvigulioes,

On Jnly 14, 1847, Prosldont Youny |
and his follow ploneers passed theough
the ploturesque outlet of migration
canyutn into tho valloy of the Great Salt |
lake. Utah waa then Moxioan woil, and
the leader bolleved he conld fonnd what-
ever charmeter of fstitation should sait
him and bis people.  In the bittor antl-
Mormon crnsades of the past (4 has been
alloged that “* Brigham Young had chnlne
on men's sonle ' There {s no doubt that
roligions saporstition, rendared sffoctive
by the marvelons machinery of the
charch, was partly the sourcs of the
leader’s freealatitilo powor with his own
people, but back of the religions super-
stition and the church organigation
stood tha hrain of a great and masterful
man.  Hoe koew that his power, to bo
eudtiring, murd reat upen somothing
materinal and tangible, and this some-
thing he discerned to be the prospority
of the people thomeolves

Briglinm Young was an organizer of
prosperity. This was the real sourco of
his strength. Ha dld not alm at mere
temporary prosperity. On the enntraxy,
he fought everyihing that tended to that
ond, golng to the longth of setoally for-
bidding the opening of tha ricl mines in
the mountsing near as hand, beeases ho
abhgrred the spirit of specalation. He
chose for the cornorstome of his state tho
prineiple of industrinlism, and that prin.
ciple lies there yet, ot the base of & uo-
blo edifice of ecomomie fact, roared by
human ol and held finnly fa plaoe by
tha averagoe prosperity of all who had
part iu its building. If the great wrchi-
tect avd tho saperintendontd and fore-
man who surronnded him enjoyed a
laryer share of the profita than tho work-
men, it {5 also true that the hnmblest
hewer of rtoue and carrier of wortar was
paid In proportion to the importance of
his lobors. And what folr mind oan ob-
Ject to an Industrial system that yields
theso remlts?

Bo far ms can be larned, Brigham
Young had no previons knowledge of iv-
rigation when he entored S8alt Lake val-
lay. He quickly roalized that he had
pome to rn arid country, which wonld
be hopeless for agriculturo unless arti-
flolally watersd, With marvelous percep-
tion, ho saw that irrigation was mpot a
drawback, but an advin of tho most
fmportant sort. He" realized that it
meant freodom alike from the dangers of
the dronght and of the Aood. He discov-
ered that, haviog a rich soil and ample
sunshine, and adding molsture by the
cansiruction of ditches, {t wos actually
an improvement upon nature to be able
to tum the “rain'’ elther oo or off with
equil facility. And therefore he rightly
concluded that he had found in thess
patuditions the basis of the most certain
worlily proaperity sud the most scion-
tifle ngriculturm

It romained for s later gonlue to re-
mark: “Irrigation s uot asabatitate for
rain, Rain fsn substitute for irrigation,
and a mighty poor one.’” Bot If the
Mormon leader did not say so ha evi-
dently felt it. Ho perceived, further.
more, that irrigation was muoch more
than an insurasco policy npon the evops
It brought all thoe proowses of agricul-
ture within the realm of known facts,
snd that Is solenco,

It evan reudered possible the comtrol|
of the sizs of vegetables, aud this be-
coms fmportant many years afterwad,
wheis the Mormon peoplo added » groat
sugar factory to their ludustrial system,
for it in fmportent 1o grow ougnr beets
of about & standard size to get the best
results. Molsture is roquired togive the
beot a vigoroos growth st the boginning,
but whon It is well sturted weeks of un-
fnterrapted smnsbine are desirnble 1o
order 1o devolop the sacobarine gualities,
Much suoshise st the wrong time dries
up the crop, while much moisture at the |
wrong time produces o beot p'll'llll'j% o,
ook upan, but uoprofitable ot the Toae-
